On June 23, 2005, Columbia Gas of Kentucky, Inc. (“Columbia”) filed its petition 

requesting a Certificate of Public Convenience and Necessity to construct a 12-inch 

carbon steel pipeline, approximately 7 miles in length, from its Turner Regulator Station 

north of Georgetown, Kentucky to its Georgetown-Frankfort pipeline.  Based on 

Columbia’s petition, the Commission finds that further information is necessary and that 

a procedural schedule should be established for this proceeding.  

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that:

1. The procedural schedule set forth in Appendix A to this Order shall be 

followed.

2. Nothing contained herein shall prevent the Commission from entering 

further Orders in this matter.
